Sheppard, of the Toronto News, for libel 
upon tho G5th rcf^itnoiit, was fii progress 
here to-day. Major Dugas wua tho prin- 
cipal witneas for the prosecution, but-eieir- 
bral other witnesses were examined as to 
the character of the libel. For tho de- 
fence Mr. Lonia Kribba, city editor of tho 
News, and atiior witnesses gavo evidence, 
afte£ which Mr. Sheppard, in a masterly 
aod eloquent speech of nearly two honra, 
addressed tho jury on his own boliiilf. 
ThoOrown prosecutor will deliver his ad- 
dress to the jury to-morrow morning, uiul 
tho court will have the laat word. 

Just as Mr. Kribba, city eailor of tho 
News, was leaving the court, tho high 
ooDstable arrested bini oa a warrant 
charging hini with harinf; written an ar- 
ticle containing tho nlloged libel. Ho was 
taken before Police JIajiiatriite Dosnoyers 
and pleaded guilty. Bis trial was fixed 
for Thursday aftornoon. He was ad- 
mitted to bail.

In such 
an Ireland Mr. ParnoU'a power and influ- 
ence would bu gone. Ho may well de- 
sire, theroforo, to use his atill command- 
inc; influence for the jiurposo of averting 
this consuiiiniation. If lie can so mani- 
pulate and niugnetizo the constituencies 
as to induce them to return nionibers 
plodf;od to tho support of his policy his 
object will bo accoinpiished. lie will re- 
main till! grand elector of Ireland, and his 
followers will he forced to do liia bidding. 
If this is Jlr. Parnell's real object wo are 
nut prepared lu say that his tactics are ill- 
coHtseived. But for the purpose of influ- 
encing English politics, and obtaining tho 
object he professes to aim at, we can iin- 
agino no policy more hopeless or more 
suicidal than that of hoistiiiu the flag of 
Irish national independence. This and 
nSEhing leas is involved in tho demand 
now advanced by Mr. Parneli for legisla- 
tive iadependence for Ireland. An inde- 
pendent legislature moans, we fully ac- 
knowledge, an independent nation. Ire- 
land has nevei yet had ouch a legislature, 
and we are satisfied that until four inil- 
liona of people can overoomo thirty inil- 
Hona (she never can have it. There are 
certain things which eighty odd followers, 
oa.whom Mr. Pamell now conQdently 
reckons, can do in the English p n liament, 
and certain things which they ciinnot do. 
^^hey can impede tho business of parlia- 
nieijt, they can defeat and obstruct legis- 
lalipn, thoy can play oil' ono party against 
another, and on occaaiun they can sustain 
or destroy .govornmunta. But they can 
Qot compel;Bitber party, or both, to give 
them that which, when once conceded, 
would destroy thoir power, for good or 
fur evil, ill the English parliament once 
for^ll. Wo do not dvvoll to-day on the 
political, moral, and social obstacles to 
thp concession of indopondonce to Ireland. 
WeJiave already dealt fully with those 
tomes. Such obstacles are inaoporable 
anov will bo acknowledged to be so by 
every ono wlio seriously considers tho 
subject. But, while ho has ignored this 
branch of the question altogether, Mr. 
Parneli aeemg also entirely to have over- 
looked certain- practical considerationg 
which, to a siirowd tactician like himself, 
must, wo should think, appear to bo irru- 
eistibly cogent. Even if any party in 
England worn so lost to principle as to ho 
retdt- tojjtraflic with the demand for Irish 
in^pendeiice, it is manifest thiit such 
BoMuct would be suicidal. Mr. Parneli 
cannot hope to tempt any party to an al- 
liance on terms the acceptance of which 
mould instantly destroy it as a party. He 
may obtain somo sporadic sujjpurt from a 
few (ioc(i inciira and from certain politi- 
^i&ila who have novor yat been able to 
^firnjiade the house of commons to take 
meal seiribiisly. But, in preasing hia de- 
mand for Irish independence, Mr. Par- 
neli will find that he has to deal, not with 
eithijr party soiiarately, but with both 
paeiije.s at onco. There are certain quos- 
cio^^on which Englishmen know no dis- 
tii^ion of party, and this of Irish inde- 
jdbimsnce is one of those qnostions. 
Whatever may be its efl'ect in IreLaiul, 
there can bo no doubt that the policy now 
announced by Mr, Parneli finally closes 
tho door to an alliance with either party 
i%'Biiglaud. What is more, it renders 
not ohly possible but almost certain in the 
long run an alliance botweon both parties 
against Mr. Parneli and his follower^. 
Mr. Parnoll affects to lauLjh at this coiitiii- 
goncy. lJuL Lord Hartington's judgmenc 
.Df^Mtheless, is perhaps on this point the 
Boundor judgment of tho two. The state 
of English parties at present is by no 
^ meatis ono of atable e((iiiHbriuiii . If the 
two parties were fused by tho pressure of 
flijch a demand as that now preferred by 
Bfr. Parneli, the ultimate result would be 
a total reconstruction of parties which 
wpuld completely upset Mr. Purnell's pre- 
, aent calculations. Even as it ia he is rec- 
koning without his host. Ue is arguing 
frpm .the known to tho unknown. Be- 
cause ha has been able to play off ono 
* party against the other so long afl hia de- 

■ nianda ivero not held to be wholly inad-

A DECISION ON THE iMKCUANIOa' LIBN. 

Mar Sing Sue vs. Tai Chong and Bell, 
Larkin & Paterson — This was an action 
to realize a mechanics' lien against the 
Nanaimo and Cliemaiiius section of tlie

'■ \Vo fiiidjllio Uhiiieac livini; in tenenioiita 
over privys, aelduin or iiOvei' uloaiied tint-, 
which, t,oi{ether with other tilth uceuinu- 
latedliTsiioh" rooa{tdiis',"l:dliders thtf "place 
almost indeacribable*, and'cftnrtot fHil, rn a 
humid atmusphori?,' to "prne 't'liQ Origin 
and diatributor of 'peatileiico and ddath. 

Wo have also to report tho ureaeuce of 
leproay in ita most uppalliny form, and in 
one instunce wore confronted with an 
unfortunate Chinaman whose feet were 
rutted off with leprosy, and other por- 
tions affected to a greater or leas extent; 
tho sineivs nf h.ia arm being contracted and 
rapidly approaching the aaino condition 
of roUeniiesa aa his feet. In a hijvol ad- 
joining the tniaerable creature, wo tound 
a privy overflowing with tilth under tho 
flooring of adjoining tenements, which ia 
uaed by the whole of the surrounding 
neighborhood; tho stench from which is 
almoat unbearable, and demands iinmud- 
iato attaiition. Pursuiiiii our reaearchea 
wo found aiiotlior case of leprosy, consist- 
ing of u Chinaman who had been frequent- 
ly arrested for vagrancy, and, although 
autlerioK from the loathsome diaeaae, had 
been allowed to mingle with fellow pria- 
onora in jail and tho community at largo. 

Wo would also re.spoctfully refer to a 
number of tenement houses, or shanties 
erected over and in the vicinity of many 
of tho filthy placoa referred to in our re- 
port and cannot too forcibly urge the pull- 
ing down and removal of such places as 
early aa possible. Rottetl atruoturca 
•landing on ground deeply saturated with 
the moat abominable filth cannot fail to 
ofigiiiato every speciea of malarial diseaio. 

Wo also find that many of the street gut- 
ters have become so deep from constant 
cleaning that thoy are only mudholea for 
the reception of all kinda of tilth and aedi- 
moutnry matter, and would strongly recom- 
mend that wooden gutters bo placed where 
moat needed without delay. 

Wo have also much pleasure in stating 
that in tho course of the inveetigation wo 
have met with many inatances of Sergeant 
Flewin's efficiency, inaHmueh aa in aecord- 
anoo with bis varied dutica as police, de- 
tective and sanitary oflicer he haa suocaeded 
iu abating many uuisancoa with which tho 
council woro horetoforo acquainted, without 
the aid of litigation or suuiinary Ireatmout, 
and we feel it to bo our duty to recognize 
the duties performed by him while iu that 
capacity. . . . . . . ! . 

And further, taking into considoratio.\\ 
the rapid growth of tho city and the imptirt- 
ancc of enforcing sanitary laws, we would 
reapoctfuUy suggoij^t yhnt' Sergeant Flewin 
bo.iustructO(^ to iittend to tlio special dutiea 
of ppiioo fiorgeaut, for which ho is wel\ 
(.qualified, and that a sanitary ollU'er l\o hp- 
pointed, with extended poweni, w enforce 
the obaervanco of H,a'.i\(,iry hiw.s and abate 
nuiaaucoa of vfl^atovor kind; also to (urniah 
NYeckly reports to.itbo council, and d" nU 
otljer uiattera, and thinga i^iporiaining to

"The present production of the Itussiau 
petroleum liold, oa near I can ascertain, " 
aaid Mr. John Eaton, who has just re- 
turned from a six months' tour in 
Europe, "is between iiO.OOO and 35,000 
barrels per day. It could probably bo in- 
creased to 50,000 barrels from the sumo 
ivells, pro\Mdod they were allowed to pro- 
duce all f.he t.lma " Mr. Jiaton, who is 
president of the Oil Well Supply com- 
pany, is one of the heaviest and best- 
known operators in the oil country. 
AVhile in Europe ho determined to tako 11 
look at Baku's phenomcual oil r-ponters. 
"What ho -saw convinced him that l\us3i:i 
possessed tho biggest oil wells in the 
world. 

"Kussian flowing wells." ho continued, 
"are not allowed to gush all the tima 
Their production is controlled by means 
of gate valves., When the Nobel com- 
pany which is the Standard Oil company 
of Ru.;!3ia, wants oil for its numerous re- 
flneries, it turns the valve, and a torrent 
of petroleum gushes forth. What the 
field would produce if every well in it was 
allo.wedfto do its best, is a quostioii that I 
hatie iiot-yot figured out. A largo cast- 
iron elbow la plaicod over the top "of the 
well,- and lia < front of lit is a woadoncou- 
ductor, perhaps two feet square, .through 
which the oil Hows on to'tae ground, and 
by meansof ditches or trenches is led into 
lalces and ponds. These lakes and ponda 
many of them several hundred feet 
square and ffomten to fifteen 'deep, are 
almost as numerous in Kussia as iiO.OOO- 
barrel storage tanks are in portions of tho 
oil country. As there are only a few 
tanks in the field, the quantity of oil lost 
by evaporation luul through settling into 
the ground must bo enormous. 

"One pcouliiirity of the Russian gusher 
Is the moimt!iin of sand whicli is ilirowu 
out with the oil. Hillocks of .sand sur- 
round every well. Oue mound iliat I 
took pains to measure was (iUO feet long, 
V ten feet high, and fifteen feet witio at the 
bottom ana si.x feet on top, and there was 
enough sand lying around loose to make 
another mouniain of the same size. It 
all came out of one well. Piles of sand 
thirty feet high almost hide some of the 
derricks from sight. It is no uncommon 
thing to raise the lloors of the derricks 
and engine-houses ten or fifteen feet to 
keep clear of the sand. The wells should 
be called sand-aad-oil wells. 

"When I left the Baku field. In May. 
about fifty wells were drilling. It takes 
about six mouths to dr'll a well, and the 
cost is between $10,000 and $12,000. 
With the present system of under-ream- 
ing, only recently introduced, wells in tho 
future will not cost so much money. 
Practically speaking, the Kussian oil Hold 
is barren of oil rock. The formations, 
which lay. at an angle of about 80 degrees, 
and are very irregular, are three-quarters 
fisnd, the remaining quarter being com- 
posed of : blue, clay, t quicksand, asphalt, 
rocks, eta The. hydraulic system of 
drtilisg ha» been Introdticed with uonsid- 
erable success, and is fast superseding the 
other system. Generally wells : are cpm- 
Dienced with eighteea-inch riveted pipe, 
and enough put in to shut oS surface 
tvater and quicksand. After that as 
much aixteen-inch riveted pipe is used as 
is possible to get in by drilling, under- 
reaming, jacks, eta This is followed by 
graduated courses of pipe, until the bot- 
tom is reached. Eiglit inch screw pipe is 
as small as it is desirable to use on ac- 
count of the large quantity of sand that 
is thrown out. Where six-inch ])lpe baa 
been used the wells have been choked up 
by tho snnd. 

"It has been demonstrated that deeper 
drilling will restore tho production of 
fading wells. The deeper you drill tho 
better the quality of the oil. Formerly 
wells were only sunk to the depth of l.'O 
feet. Now the average depth is (iOU feet. 
It is probable that when wells are drilled 
from tiOO to 1.000 feet a lighter and better 
quality of oil will be obtained. Wells 
are pumjied with a large, long sand pump, 
and not with tubing, sucker rods, and 
working barrels, as iu America. The 
sand, which continually runs iuto the 
wells, prevents any other method. 

"Tho Russian field is now, and will be 
for some time to come, held back through 
want of refining and transportation facili- 
ties, and especially the latter. Only 'J-l of 
the 200 refineries at Black Town, Baku's 
refining center, are In operation; These 
have a capacity of about 13,000 barrels a 
day. '£hcre are ten small pipe lines, 
whidi carry the oil froM' the field to 
the reflnenes. Many of the refineries 
are owned! by Persians and Tartars, and 
are as crude ,as the oil they use. At tlie 
best establishments from 5 to G per cent, 
of benzine is taken off, iiO per cent, is re- 
fined oil or kerosene, 24 or 2ti per cent is 
lubricating oil, while the balance is 
refuse oil, or list. The last-named oil is 
altogether used as a fuel, and, as it is only 
25 cents a barrel, is used in a wasteful 
manner. No other fuel is known. Near 
tho wells crude Is burned, aud at other 
places refuse oil. I'eople who live near 
the wells can have all the oil they can 
take away for nothing. Oil is used as a 
fuel on railroads, steamers, in factories of 

. every description, and in hou8e.s for heat- 
ing aud cooking. Chi j\lay -I crude was 
worth 18 cents a barrel at the wella i'est 
brands of refined sold at Baku at 8 cents 
per gallon, while tho best brands of lubri- 
cating brought l(i centa 
During 1881 about 1,900 barrels of re- 

. fined oil were shipped out of Russia daily. 

' This year the amount will doubtless be 
increased to lif/OO or 4,000 barrels. 
Steamers and railroads expect to transport
